A slave hunter has been prowling about 


the habitations of colored people, in this city, 
in search of prey. He entered the dwelling 
of a colored man, on Tuesday, and questioned 
the woman very closely, asking her if she was 
free, and if her husband was free, and if they 
were not related to some persona he named, 
in order to entrap her into some statement 
that might give him some color for an arrest. 
It was well for him that the husband was not 
at home, for there would certainly have been 
work for a coroner's inquest, had he been as 
impertinent to him as be was to his wife. 


We expect to hear of bloodshed in this city 


on this Fugitive Slave question, in 1851. For 
the colored people are armed to the teeth, 
and go armed about their daily work, and a 
free colored man is liable to be pounced on as 
well as a fugitive. 
The first kidnapper who 


lays hands on, one of them, we expect will be 
shot dead. 
No one can reasonably complain 


of the colored people for this course, because 
the government has put them virtually out of 
the pale of its protection, and has therefore 
absolved them from all allegiance. 
They are 


therefore at liberty to protect themselves, as 
best they can. 
The slave sustains the same 


relation to tbe Government, that an American 
captive would to an Algerine pirate, and has 
an equal right to resort to any means for his 
escape. 
Whether white men shall aid them 


in escaping, by resisting the execution of the 
law, is a question of prudence. Morally, the 
Fugitive Slave Law is no more binding on 
the conscience, than an edict of Pandemoni- 
urn. 


We look upon the slave hunter and his aids 


as the most degraded specimens of the human 
race. Even Slaveholders themselves despise, 
though they use them. There are quite a 
number of Southerners residing in this city, 
but we do not believe they admire the slave- 
catching business. Some of them we know 
do not. We shall endeavor to put a mark on 
such as volunteer in the kidnapping business. 
And if tho Southerner with a drab coat, red 
fnce and other peculiarities, don't wish to be 
described so that every body will know him, 
and the very boys in the streets hoot at him, 
THERE GOKS A Kir>NArPEK, he should emig- 
rate very soon. We have our eye on him.
